RUSH AT THE GROUNDS BECOMES INTENSE

Department of Transportation Finds
Its Hany Season Almost at
Fleod Tide Under Present
Conditious.

A number of pesimistie Individuals about
town have been predicting all sorts of ca-
lamitles In comnectlon with the expostion
because Lhe exhiblts were not coming In
fast enough to suit them. They declare
with the assumed wisdom of the sages that
the exhibits are not coming, that the expo-
sition will not be ready, ete, In season nand
out. If these same Individunls are "Kevpiug
tah'’ on the grounds and the departiments as
closely as they think they will be sur-
prised at the flood of material which s com-
Ing into the city trom all pointe of the com-
pase to form the exhibits which will make
the Transmieslesippl and Internationnl Ex-
poeltion sn epoch In the history of the world.

The Department' of Transporiation has
naw become one of the very buslest de-
partmients of the exposition. Every mall
brings in bille of lading by the score. These
come from every section of the world and
fnclude every imaginable commodity.
A vory large proportion of  these
bills of Inding represent a carload of goods
in ench ense, and the rate at which thesa
earlonds of exhibits are coming may
fmagined when It |8 koown that one mail
yesterdny  contalned nineteen  bills  of
Iading, fourteen of them bolng for carloads
of materinl. Of the lotter two represented
a portion of the state exhibit to be made by
Georgln,

An In all commercial transactions, these
bills of lading arrive several days In ad-
Yance of the goods thoy represent, and as
goon as they are recelved at the ofMee of
the department down town they are reigls-
tered and forwarded direet to the agent of
the department at the grounds—Muajor John
MeClintock. The full cars are switohed to
the grounds as soon ns they arrive in the
city and are checked through the warehouse
of the Transportation department and de-
Hyvered at thelr proper location,

Portion of Menngerie Comen,

Hundreds of men and seores of teams nre
engaged In upnloading the goods ns fast as
they are recelved and gangs of men take
them In hand for Insinllation as soon as
they are placed on the gpace assigned to the
exhibitor In the proper bulldings.

Among the bills of lading which arrived at
the downtown ofMce of the Transportation
department yesterday wans one for a car-
loud of material, constituting a portion of
the exhibit to be made by the 'age Woven
Wire Fence compnany, Thig exhibit I8 lo be
made on the north tract, and will conslst of
a fence constructed of the partieular brand
of fencing manufactured by the exhibitor.
To show the efMcacy of the fence, and, Inei-
dentally, to attract the attention of the peo-
ple, several wild animals are to he dsplayed
within the enclosure. The bill of lading in
question conveyed the information that the
car contnlned twenty-eight rolls of wire
fencing, together with the following: “'One
buffulo, erated; one elk, crated, two bears,
erated.”

Superintendent Owens of the Transporia-
tion department was thrown into o state of
mind when he grosped the situntion, and
he rushed frantically Inte the office
of Muanager Babeock to ask  what
would be done with the wild animals while
the fence I8 bhelng constructed.

“These are the wild animuls," execlaimed
Owens excitedly. “We can't let them run
around loose and It would never do to keep
them in those crates until the fence is fin-
fshed. If we put them in the frelght ware-
house what will Major MeCHintock do with
the other freight?"

Managoer Babeock was looking over some
official corresponcdence while the stenogra-
pher wus looking for some information for
Park Commissioner Wharton, who had been
consulting with Mr. Babeock. The latter
glanced up from the papers before him
and thoughtfully bit his moustache for a
moment while he thought.

“Ah, 1 have (t!" he exclaimed in an In-
stant. “We'll let Wharton hold them,” and
hesurveyed the burly form of the park com-
missionor with a smile of satisfaction at the
etsy solution of the whole difficulty.

Fosrd Take Un New Quarters,
The Exhibits department has now taken
up its permanent headquariers on the eox-
position grounds and the offices In the Pax-
ton block occupled by the department for
over a year are now wvaeant, The removal
fncludes Superintendent Hardt, all the su-
perintendents of burcaus of the Exhibits de-
partment, and the ofMee force of the
Woman's Board of Managers, including the
secretary, Mrs. F. M. Ford, and all the

clerks,

The headquarters of the department
now in the southwest ¢
factures bullding. The
the main entrance pavilion to the west end
of the bullding, has been divided lnto office
rooms by partitions ten feet In helght and
these rooms will constitute the headguarters
of the department until after the exposition
is over. Mrs. Ford and her force of clerks
are ocoupying one of these rooms temporarily,
but will remove to the Libera! Arts build-
jng, of which she bas direct charge, as zoon
as a sulte of rooms Ian the gallery
of that building s ready for occupancy.

The removal to the grounds was effected
Sunday and Monday morning found the mo-
tivity which has heretpfore pervaded Lhe
headguarters lo the Paxton block trans-
ferred to the grounds with greatly Increaased
vigor. Exhibitors by the score who were
prevented by the urgency of thelr prepara-
tiona from storming the down-town ofice
took advantage of the changed counditions
o beslege the new beadquarters aond the

dafly increasing erewd of belated applioanta
for space Insisted om fling their applien-
tions.

It always happens In all expositions that
a large number of exhibitors of a dullous
turn of mind fail to profit by the teaching
of the old adage regarding the early bhl
and the worm, and wnen the exposition
movement turns into the home streteh !hese
belated individuals always wani to climb
Into the bamd wagon and get a {rontl seat,
The present exposition Is no cxeeption to
this invariable rule and the would ba ox-
bhibitors are slmply falling over one an-
olher to grab the few spaces remaining ur -
sold in some of the bulldings, In
many of the bulldings there is not another
foot of space to be had for love or money,
and the few small spaces remalning unsoid
in the other bullditgs are belng grabbed up
like hot cakes on a cold day.

Aldded to the confusion resulting from the
demands of all these people to be heard at
once is the nolse of the hundreds of ham-
mers and saws helng wielded by the work-
men preparing the scores of bootha In the
big bullding, The combination resulls In a
cantinuous nolse which would make a boller
factory blush for shame. The telephone in

the ofMice of the department Is well nigh
useless on neocounit of the tremendous racket,
Major Clarksgon tried to communicate with
the officinls through the telephone and in-
sisted that “central’ had connected him with
some Cuban port, as he *could hear Samp-
son's guns bombarding the Spanish forts.'

Carpenters All Pack at Work Except
on Geraldine's Contracta.

The strike among the carpenters at the
exposition grounds has to all appearances
renched an end. The work on the varlous
exposition and concession bulldings waa
resumod yesterday morning as though there
never had been any Interference. The car-
penters who walked out Saturday afternoon
were found at their former places, except-
ing on the Geraldine job.

It {a sald among the prominent contractors
that the union has alrendy scen that it was
hasty In requesting its members to walk
out on the varlous joba, The whole dif-
ficulty being with Geraldine, there I8 where
It should have stopped. The union mccom-
plished its purpose In stopping his work,
and after a conference of the executive com-
mittee It was thought best to let the mat-
ter rest there. It was snld that had the
unlon ordered. a general strike yesterday
morning, as anticipated, the men would
have rebelled and refused to do so. As it
Is, the matter has been settled go far as
all the work, separate from Ceraldine's, Is
concerned.

As ecarly ns 4 o'clock in the morning car-
penters may be seen at work on the exposi-
tion grounds, The band stand Is under con-
tract to be completed by the last of next
week and Contractor Mahoney has three
crews of men. The first goes on at 4 a.
m. and works until 12 m.; the second com-
mences at 8 a. m. and quits at 6 p. m.,
while the third begins at 5 p. m. and closes
at 8. The large are lights which are being
used on the bluflf tract afford ample light
for the work and several of the contractors
will goon begin to use a night crew.

Execunilve Commitiee Heporin Pro-
mreas Helng Satinfactorily Made,
The executive committee of the Transmlis-
slasippl Educational Congress met at the
Commercial club yesterday with Messrs. Utt,
Gillan, Jackson and Pearse in altendance.

Dr. Day Hopes to Make It a8 Complete
Expnosition of Minernl Industey,
The mining exhibil at the Transmissis-
sippi Exposition will'be, as far as possible,
a complete exhibitlon of the ecopomie min-
cral resources of overy state weat of the
Migslegippl river. The fundamental abjocts
of there exhibits will ke to show every min-
eral substance which has been produced in
Ir-nmm--n-ial quantity, and by the charncter
|of the gpecimen to Indieate the condition In
| which each uscful mineral substance I8
]l’mm-! In nature, Then the different pro-
| cossex of extricating the useful material,
whatever It muy be, from the crude ore, will
:Ix- shown. In addition to this. an effort will
| be made to famillarize the public with the
|appearance of the chief mineral localities,
the geologleal conditions under which the
| minerals  themselves are found in each lo-
feallty, and the charatter of the smelting
'Ilt.'amrru will e Mustrated by maps and by

either photographs of water colors.

Ulah, Montana and Nebraska are the only
gtaten for which there are state approprin-
| tions for a mining display, but by individual
| stbgeriptions, Knusns, Oregon, Minnesota,
| Missourl, New Mexieo, Alaska, Novada,
II-!;lhn. Wryoming, Colorado, Washington,
| Oklnhoma, South Dakeota and California
will be represented by systematie collections
made by state commissionors, In addition
to these, the minernl resources of Texns,
Arkansas, lowa, Loulsiang and North Dakota
will be shown by exhibits obtained by Com-
missioner Day from individual producers in
these severnl states. While it 18 Impozsible
at this early date to pive detalled descrip-
tions of the exhibits from each state, It
may be sald {n general that speclal atten-
tion will be pald rather to a complete show-
ing of such minernla as bave proved of
economie value than to making glittering
displays of useless minerals, as has fre-
quently been done hefore. Perhaps the
greatest revelition of the display will be the
great resources of the west in such impor-
tant minerals as clay, bullding stone and
coal, rather than to leave the whole exhibit
to tell simply a tale of the western siores
of preclous metals. The coal exhibits of
Knneas, Oregon, Montana, Utah, Missouri,
New Mexico, Texas, Arkansas and even
North Dakota and Nebraska will be greater
than have ever been made before, A con-
venient comparison with the eastern de-
posits will be made by one or two typieal
exhibits of enstern coals, such as the very
lirge specimens  elready  installed of an-
thracite from Mauch Chunk, Pa. In clay
exhibits, the resources of Nebraska will per-
haps be most striking. it not generally being
known that there are over one hundred pro-
duecers of bricks, tlling, terran cotty, fire
brick and other produsis of clay In Nebraska
alone: but in regard to the precious metals,
the effort to show fthe production of gold
will be phenomenally great, the large store
of nuggets and gold from Alaska are heing
collected, one exhlbit nlone containing a
specimen from every camp in Alaska. The
state of Washington Is determined to preach
a sermon to the effect that that is a gold
state, and Oregon will endeavor to teach the
same legson. This will be done not only by
showing specimens from that state, but by
actually bringing supplies of placer dirt
and panning It out at short intervals all
through the exposition. The process of golid
extraction from refeactory ores will be
shown gquite thoroughly from an exhibit
from the Black HiMs of South Dakota.

A large portion of the gallery will be
set aslde for m lecture hail for illustrgtions
of varlous processes of extracting precious
metals from their ores, and conventions of
mining men will be held during the expo-
sition. The rest of the gallery will be chiefly
devoted to loan collections of minerals and
exhibits from the United States geological
survey and a series of metallurgical ex-
hibits indicative of the progress in that line
since the World's fair, and as this will lu-
clude a fine showing in the manufacture of
earborundrum, caleium earbide, etc., this
portion of the bullding will probably be
most attractive of all. Perhaps the moal
striking feature of the whole bullding will
be n collection of the gems of the west,
which Is now in preparation by Genr;e- F.
Kunz, gem expert of Tiffany & Co,, New
York.

Omaha Nusiness Men's Asnoclintion
Listens to Hey, Mary Garard
Andrews and Sidney J. Kent.
